The National Surety Company, 
which previously had been on White's 
bond, notified the sheriff's office early 
Thursday morning that they would no 
longer be responsible for York’s for- 
mer partner and, accompanied by a 
deputy sheriff, he spent most of 
Thursday seeking a bondsman among 
his friends. He was unable te find 
anyone to guarantee his appearance 
when wanted and shortly after 4 
o clock was locked up in the tower. 

As when he made a dramatic state- 
ment this week to the third jury 
which convicted him of bribing York, 
White was in tears when the large 
gates of the tower clanged behind him 
for the first time. He said that he 
would renew his efforts to obtain the 
$15,000 bond today, adding that he 
was confident that among his friends 
he would find someone to stand for 
him. 

The sealed verdict returned Wednes- 
day night by a jury in Judge Edgar 
EK. Pomeroy’s division of the Fulton 
superior court found White guilty on 
one count of a four-eount indictment, 
acquitting him on the other three. He 
was convicted of having given all or 
a part of $425. obtained from E. A.

TENNESSEE'S MONEY 
CARELESSLY HANDLED 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 26.— 
(/)—Plowing into the highway depart- 
ment, Tennessee’s legislative investi- 
gators learned today that private in- 
dividuals, including Luke Lea, Jr., 
and a negro porter, called at the cap- 
itol for bank deposits and carried 
millions in checks to banks in which 
Colonel Luke Lea and Rogers Cald- 
well were interested. 

Sometimes while youchers were 
still in course of preparation, it was 
testified by Gordon H. Briley, chief 
accountant, Lea. Jr., or his secretary 
would call for those designed for the 
Liberty Bank and Company, and Bri- 
ley would leave his other duties to 
rush them through the departments 
required to sign them. The negro 
porter came after vouchers for the 
Bank of Tennessee, a subsidiary of 
Caldwell & Company. 

More than $3,000,000 of highway 
and bridge funds alone were on de- 
posit in the Bank of Tennessee when 
it fell last November, and the Lib- 
erty Bank had $285,000 of such de- 
posits when it crashed, 

It occurred to Chairman Walter 
Faulkner, after listening to the tes- 
timony that “the Lea regime was 
just running the financial part of the 
state,”” but Briley said he didn't know 
as to that. Committeeman FE. C. 
Parker developed from the witness 
that all the checks reached the banks 
safely and were acknowledged 
promptly. 

During the primary campaign of 
Governor Henry H. Horton last sum- 
mer, Briley told the committee that 
a department employe acted as chauf- 
feur for the governor for a while ani 
after the November election paid him 
for the time he was away from his 
work, except for the two weeks’ va- 
cation he spent at the wheel. 

Later. the accountant continued. 
the $128.63 paid the chauffeur by the 
zovernor was deducted from his pay 
as a highway department employe. 
The committee brought out that this 
was done after the crash of banks. 
and Attorney Joe V. Williams raise! 
the question as to whether, but for 
“cloud of scandal approaching,” the 
deduction would have been made from 
the pay roll. Briley couldn’t say. 
His orders to withhold, that amount 
came from R. H. Baker, commission- 
er of highways, after the employe hai 
received his full salary for the sev- 
eral months intervening between the 


primary and the election. 

The accountant also related that 
“requests” for 10. per 
month's salary came by word 
mouth from democratic headquarters 
through denartment heads for use in 
Governor Horton's election campaign 
last fall. 

While it was emphasized. Briler 
said that donations were not com- 
pulsory, one employe who had mark- 
el “given under protest” on his 
check was “out of the service for two 
or three weeks,” but later went to 
the testing department. He did not 
know whether he was “fired,” as 
Committeeman George L. Stockton 
had suggested. It was Briley’s opin- 
ion that the check had been returned.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—(4)— 
The White House estimated today im- 
migration had been reduced between 
6 and 95 per cent in the last five 
months through special measures to 
relieve the unemployment situation. 
By refusing to admit aliens judged 
likely to become public charges, 10,277 
visas were issued to immigrants from 
21 countries out of a possible 74,233 
allowed under the quota laws. 

A total of 96,883 who normally 
would have come to America, the 
White House said, were refused ad- 
mittance. The reduction was estimat- 
ed at 86 per cent. 

To citizens of the remaining 46 na- 
tions with annual quotas totalling 
5,248 a total of 270 visas was issued, 
a reduction of 9 per cent. 

Non-quota visas for the five-month 
~T period totalled 3.876 to Canadians and 
S84 to Mexicans, as compared with 
15,997 and 19.336 in the correspond- 
ing five months of last year, repre- 
senting decreases of 76 and 95 per

The Virgin Islands’ basic problems 
are water supply, labor and the export 
tax on sugar. Prospects for increas- 
ing the water supply are none too 
good, but the reservoirs are to be 
improved. 

Foreign landowners want the im- 
migration bars dropped so they can 
import help from nearby posessions. 
ut: Governor Pearson believes this 
would be a serious mistake, and that 
local laborers would be glad to re- 
main in the islands if conditions were 
improved. He says that if the gov- 
ernment aids at all, this help should 
be for the hard-pressed natives remain- 
ing instead of for the wealthy foreign 
landowners. 

One of the difficulties at present 
is that many able-bodied natives mi- 
grate to Harlem, in New York city, 
leaving inferior workers for the tasks 
at home. 

Since American possession, expenses 
have been increasing, and Mr. Brown 
says this must continue if the gov- 
ernment is to cope effectively with 
conditions, 

One econdmy of the civil adminis- 
tration will be the elimination of the 
navy band, costing $22,000 annually. 

Projects under way at once include 
the remodeling of the hotel at St. 
Thomas, thus encouraging business 
men and tourists to come, devising 
better bay rum and bay oil processes, 
establishing homesteading so natives 
may get lands, virtually all of the 
acreage now being held by 25 wealthy 
foreigners; the establishing of an in- 
dustrial and agricultural school in

Efforts are being made to find a 
substitute for the sugar tax, as an 
encouragement to industry and also to 
rehabilitate a defunct sugar company, 
which went into bankruptcy.

Officers Use Black-Face Disguise — 


To Seize 20 on Liquor Charges 


STATESBORO, Ga.,. March 26.— 
(P)—The black-faced. indivi 
a minstrel show accent who asks to 
buy a pint of “cawn juice” may not 
be a negro after all. 

He may be a white policeman with 
a veneer of burnt cork who is out 
looking for evidence with marked 
money. 

More than 20 alleged prohibition 
law violators who became .careless 
learned this truism to their sorrow, 
county officers boasted Thursday. 

The officers announced they had 
completed the largest liquor roundup 
in the history of prohibition in this 
county. More than 20 defendants, 
black and white, have been named, 
and officers say they have warrants 
for about 25 in all.

By Professor of Home Economics’ 


as Popular Dish | 


ATHENS, Ga., Mareh 26.—“Since 
potlikker has been made the topie of 
conversation through the ‘crumbling 
and dunking eontroversy,’ probably 
more people are drinking it than be- 
fore,” says Professor Virginia Harris 
Harrold, of the home economies diyis- 
ion of the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture. 

“Of course,” Professor Harrold 
states, “this applies most to the city 
or town people because rural folk 
have been drinking it all the time.” 

Potlikker, under a new name, has 
every possibility of becoming a pop- 
ular first course dish to take the place 
of other clear soups, in Professor Har- 
rold’s opinion. Explaining its quali- 
ties, she says it is appetizing, nutritive 
and good, and adds: 

“When any thin leafed vegetable as 
turnip greens, mustard, spinach, swiss 
chard or even cabbage is cooked it 
loses on an average of one-half of its 
minerals in the water. 
ily believe this when you realize how 
much of the turnip green taste and - 
color 1s in the juice. 

“This is an important point for | 
housewives to remember because every 
time they pour vegetable waters down 
the sink they are losing anywhere 
from a fourth to half of the valuable 


You can read- | 


phosphorus and mag- 
nesium content of the food. Some- 
one has said, ‘if the drain pipes in 
our sinks had digestive systems they 
would be tHe healthiest members of 
the family.’ 

“Many people in Georgia are in 
need of these health giving properties 
as was pointed out by a recent study 
of Georgia dietaries showing 77 per 
cent below the requirement in iron 
and 30 per cent below in calcium. 

“What profit is it to eat spinach 
or other greens for their iron and loose 
such a large per cent by either not 
cooking the water into the food or 
not drinking it? 

“Vitamin A and B are also water 
soluble and a high percentage is lost 
in cooking waters. If every house- 
wife had a soup jar just to store these | 
vegetable juices in and use them in- 
stead of water on the soup bone, and 
in the soup pot, she would have bet- 
ter soup and would be saving the 
‘pennies’ of iron which soon add up to 
‘dollars. This jar could be an

that fits in the refrigerator and can 
be covered. If you don’t like pot- 
likker, try adding it to your vegetable 
soup and profit by its flavor and 
valuable contents,’

GOVERNMENTAL BANS

BALTIMORE, March 26.—(/)—A 
protest against federal and state laws 
limiting the rights of physicians to 
prescribe drugs and remedial measures 
was voted today by the American Col- 
lege of Physicians. 

A resolution embodying the protest 


was approved with but one dissenting | 


vote at the business session of the an- 
nual convention. 

The resolution recommended “that 
every legitimate effort be made to 
impress npon the members of congress 
that unrestricted medical treatment of 
disease by properly licensed physicians 
<hould be granted, and that they 
should not<be penalized on account 
of the misuse of medical methods by a 
very small percentage of so-called 
medical and non-medical men, 

“Let the profession be its own judge 
of how it ean best treat the sick, 
and properly penalize those who flag- 
rantly abuse their licensed or un- 
licensed trust.” 

A- second recommendation was that 
the “fellows and associates of the col- 
lege must become more active in med- 
wal legislation and join with their 
state societies in an effort to repeal 
inimical state laws now enforced and 
influence a higher type of medical 
methods for the future protection of 
the sick and those to whom their lives 
are entrusted,”

Jack Curley, just now the most colorful figure in the pro- 
motion of professional sports since the passing of Tex Rickard, 
has scored a beat that Old Tex would have enjoyed in signing 
William T. Tilden II and Vincent Richards for a tennis match 
in the Garden in May. 

Mr. Curley is the man who turned his herd of 
wrestlers loose in New York at the psychological mo- 
ment and thrust the ancient sport of breaking bones 
into the social register and important money. 

“Thees Jeem” Londos, the champion of the Curley herd, 
and all the lesser pachyderms who helped put wrestling on the 
New York sports map perform here in Atlanta every week for 
Henry Weber.
